Tsking mto account the tone of the 
letter which General

THE WISCONSIN LEGISLATURE- 


The Important Bills Introduced 
at To day’s Session. 


Governor Hoard E ntertaining 
Prom inent Members of the 
State Press. 


Special to the Gazette, 
Ma d ie o n , Jan. 23.—In the senate this 
morning about a dozen bills were intro' 
duced; among the mole important were 
the following: 
Appropriating varying sums to several 
snb-ccntractois for materials famished 
in the construction of the state univer­ 
sity building. 
To enable married women in certain 
cases to obtain from their husbands prop­ 
er support. 
A bill to authorize county board of su­ 
pervisors to allow a certain amount for 
expenses of county superintendents. 
The senate claims committee ie Jom- 
mended passage of a bill appropriating 
$10,000 for stations!y for the state. 
In the house a bill was introduced pro­ 
viding for and preventing of incompe­ 
tent persons commencing practice of 
medicine and for creation of 
board 
of examiners of seven members to be 
appointed by the goyernor; the penalty 
provided for violation is fine not to ex­ 
ceed $500 nor less than $100r also bill 
providing for the appointment by the 
governor of judge for superior court " 
Milwaukee in the event of vacancy ex­ 
citing at time of commencmentof term of 
such judge and that any judge of circuit 
or county coart having civil jurisdiction 
may have place in each coart. 
About half a dozen petitions, repro 
seating nearly eight hundred petitioners 
in Ruck, Vernon and other counties, were 
presented, asking for more severe laws 
for houses of prostitution. 
The Wisconsin Press Association met 
this forenoon, and listened to several 
interesting papers, among them one by 
Governor Hoard, on “Rates of Advertis­ 


ing. 
Murat Halstead was introduced just 
before close of session and medefew re­ 
marks* 
Governor Hoard will give a dinner 
thiB evening in honor of Murat Halstead, 
at which he will meet a number of Wis­ 
consin editors, who ore invited to par­ 
take of the spread. 


W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 23.—In the Senate 
Tuesday, among the various memorials pre­ 
sented was a ludicrous one presented by 
Mr. Vest, signed by a number of dentists, 
asking that a bounty of $1 per tooth be al­ 
lowed to American dentists “ in order to en­ 
courage an honest industry, lower the cost 
to parents and encourage immigration of 
dentists from other parts of the world, 
thereby making a better m arket for the 
agricultural and other products of the 
country. 
The Senate resumed consideration of tho 
tariff bill, the pending question being on 
tho amendment offered by Mr. Reagan to 
tho wool section. 
Mr. Coke expressed his readiness tovototo 
put wool on the free list, whenever all the 
bases of m anufacturers were put on the free 
list. 
He stood by the Mills bill not because 
it was such a bill as he preferred, but be­ 
cause it represented the real foundations 
on which taxation should be levied and col­ 
lected. 
After remarks by Mr. Turpie against and 
by Mr. Harris for the amendment offered 
by Mr. Reagan, a vote was taken and tho 
amendment was rej cete I—yeas, 22; nays, 
31. 
Senators Brown and Payne voted no. 
Mr. V ance them moved a proviso that no 
article in the wool and woolen schedules 
should pay a rate of duty exceeding 75 
percent ad valorem. 
Rejected—yeas, 27; 
nays, 33. 
Mr. Brown voted avo and Mr. 
Payne no. 
Among the principal amendments re ­ 
p o rte d ly tho finance committee and agreed 
to were the following: 
Making tho duty 
on white pine $1.50 per 1,000 feet; insert­ 
ing after paragraph 209 tho words “ reeds 
IO per cent ad valorem, chair-cano I cent” ; 
increasing the rate on sawed mahogany, 
boards, etc., from 15 to 20 per cent ad 
valorem; reducing the duty on nickel in 
ore, for the nickel therein contained, from 
3 to 2 cents a pound, and on nickel in m at­ 
ter from IO to 5 cents; reducing the duty 
on cocoa m atting from IO to 8 cents 
a square yard, and on cocoa mats from 5 to 
4 cents a square foot; inserting as a new 
patagraph (277J), “sugar of milk, crude, 
4 cents a pound, refined 8 cents’ ’; amend­ 
ing the proviso to paragraph 152 so as to 
make it road “ that all iron or steel wire 
valued at more than 5 cents a pound, in­ 
stead of IO cents, shall pay a duty of not 
less than 35 per cent ad valorem” ; repeal­ 
ing tho provision of law requiring an in- 
S{>ection stamp to be affixed to each box of 
imported cigars; placing watch jeweLs on 
the free list. 
Mr. Sherman offered a proviso (which 
was agreed to) to paragraph 207, taxing 
fresh fish A cent a pound; that tho duty 
shall not apply to fresh fish caught by citi­ 
zens of tho United States on the high seas, 
or in the open waters of the lakes forming 
a boundary between the United States and 
Canada. 
R eagan P rop oses an In com e Tax. 
Mr. Regan moved to amend the bill by 
adding a section imposing an income tax 
of 5 per cent on incomes over $1,000 up 
to $5,000; 7A per cent on incomes up to 
$10,000, and providing that tho duties on 
cotton and 
woolen goods, on iron and 
stall, and the productions of iron and steel 
(including farmers and mechanics’ tools) 
shall not exceed 40 per cent, and that salt 
shall 
be on the free list. 
Rejected— 
yeas, 20; nays, 
33, 
Senators 
Brown, 
Rayne and l ’ugh voting no. 
Paragraph 412 
(calfskins, etc), was 
amended by increasing the ad valorem rate 
on sheep and goat skins from 20 to 25 per 
cent, and on skins for morroeco from IO to 
15 per cent. 
Mr. Stanford offered as an amendment a 
bill heretofore introduced by him to author­ 
ize producers of pure sweet wines, who are 
also distillers, to use, free of tax, the wine 
spirits necessary to fortify such pure sweet 
wines up to an alcoholic strength of 14 per 
cent. 
Agreed to. 
Mr. Brown made another attem pt to have 
the duty on rice increased, but Messrs. 
Rate, 
Berry, 
Blodgett, Cockrell, Coke, 
Faulkner, 
Harris, Jones (Ark.,) Reagan, 
Turpin, Vest, and Walthall votod with the 
Republicans aganist him. 
The paragraph was finally amended, on 
motion of Mr. Aldrich, making the duty on 
cleaned rice IA cents; uncleaned rice, I 
cent; partly, 
A cent; broken rice or rice 
Hour, \ t ent. 
On motion of Mr. Plumb an additional 
paragraph was inserted in the bill creating 
in the treasury departm ent a customs com­ 
mission, to consist of five members to be 
appointed by the President, with the ad­ 
vice and consent of the Senate. 
The five 
commissioners are to hold office two, three, 
four, five, and six years, respectively, not 
more than tbreo of them are to be of the 
same political party, and their annual sal­ 
aries are to be $7,500 each. 
On motion of Mr. Allison the date for the 
bill to go into effect was changed from 
Feb. I, 1889, to July I, 1889. 
T he V ote in D eta il. 
There being no further amendments of­ 
fered the vote was taken, first on agreeing 
to the substitute and then on the passing of

W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 23.—Judge Wilson 
has concluded his argum ent before the 
House committee on Territories in favor of 
the admission of Utah. 
Ho argued that 
when a Territory had a population suffi­ 
cient to entitle it to a representative in 
Congress, with tho other conditions inci­ 
dent to a fixed population, there was a 
moral obligation resting on tho Govern­ 
ing n to adndt that Territory as a State. 
He declared that not 2 per cent of tho pres­ 
ent adult Mormon male population of tho 
Territory have ever practiced polygamy, 
and that tho tenets of the Mormon church 
required the people to obey the laws of tho 
State. 
He maintained that Congress had 
full power to make such a compact with 
tho proposed State as would secure the sup­ 
pression of polygamy. 
At the conclusion of his address D elegate 
Smith of Arizona addressed the committee 
in favor of admission. 
Ho spoke well of 
tho Mormon people cf Arizona and said 
they were law-abiding, honest, and good 
citizens.

Upon a call of tho roll Mr. Cullom re­ 
ceived 35 votes, Gen. Palmer 13 votes, and

Every loyal American will want Id corno 
to New York City next April to attend the 
centennial celebration of Washington’s in­ 
auguration. 
It will be the time of times to 
see great statesmen, to hear great orators, 
to witness impressive ceremonies, to visit 
historical spots, to see the metropolis at its 
gayest and best. 
The planning of a cen­ 
tennial celebration at once imposing and 
unique, after all the country has seen in 
this lino, is no easy task, but the committee 
has done well, ami the arrangements can 
not I ail to give satisfaction. The following, 
as far as is practicable, of the program of 
1789 is a happy thought. 
It is fitting that 
tho President should come from Elizabeth- 
port by water as Gen. 
Washington did; 
that the observance of the day should begin 
with commemorations in tho churches as 
was done a hundred years ago; that the 
literary exercises should be held on the spot 
where the first President swore allegiance 
to the Constitution of the new republic. 
All this is most appropriate, and will go far 
toward making the centennial of Washing­ 
ton’s inauguration the most interesting 
occasion New York City has seen since the 
event of its celebration. 
*** 
The choice of Chancey M. Depew as ora­ 
tor at the Centennial literary exercises is a 
natural one. 
He bs the best speaker in 
New’ York. 
Perhaps it is not too much to 
say that ho is the best in the country. 
Those who heard his oration at the un­ 
veiling of the Bartholdi statue will have no 
doubt of his ability to do credit to the 
greatest occasion. 
In fact, one of the most 
remarkable characteristics of this remark­ 
able man, is his ability to fit in any place. 
His imagination is equally felt by the igno­ 
rant and the scholarly. 
He gets at the 
affections of tho high and tho low-. 
He has 
been known to go from a meeting of rail­ 
road laborers, whom he left wildly cheering 
at his shrewd and witty remarks, to the 
Nineteenth Century club, where ho read a 
paper so thoughtful as to make even 
that 
learned 
society 
feel 
it 
had en­ 
joyed 
an 
unusual treat. 
His after­ 
dinner speeches, as every one knows, are 
inimitable, and are always in demand. 
It 
bas been said that at different phases of tho 
moon Mr. Depew is a Dutchman, a New 
Englander, a Scotchman, a Huguenot, a 
Yale man, a Union man, and an alumni of 
any college whose anniversary he is good­ 
natured enough to attend. 
How’ he finds 
.time to do so much is a mystery. 
But 
there is nothing of the worry about Mr. 
Depew. 
Doing the responsible work of the 
presidency of Mr. Vanderbilt’s great rail­ 
road, and attending to numerous outside 
cares, he still has the appearance of a man 
of leisure. 
Should he be going to Wash 
ington some night, he transacts his daily 
rounds in the office, then, perhaps, goes out 
to dine, makes a brilliant after-dinner 
speech, on his return drops into the R. It. 
Y\ M. C. A. to say an encouraging word, 
and finally, after his train has stood ten 
minutes, impatiently pulling at his delay, 
he calmly makes his appearance at the sta­ 
tion.

He is not given to sociability, 
and looks like a man who is burdened w ith 
responsibility. 
He is extremely methodi­ 
cal. 
Should he be taking that trip to 
Washington, he knows some hours in ad­ 
vance tho moment he is to leave, and is 
promptly on hand when the time arrives. 
He has his car, cook, engineer, hotel in 
Washington—everything in fact, decided 
upon, and in no respect does his plan fail. 
Of the two men Sir. Vanderbilt is, per­ 
haps, tho more morally exacting. 
We 
are sometimes inclined to think that great 
wealth must be allied to great worldliness. 
It is a pleasure to know that of Cornelius 
\ antler hilt this is not so. 
He is a devoted 
communicant of the Protestant Episcopal 
church, and is actively associated with over 
thirty charities. 
Actively, I say, because 
when his name is connected with a benevo­ 
lent institution it means that he not only 
gives to it of his wealth, but takes time to 
examine its inner workings, and help it 
with his clear, practical judgment. 
*** 
The Metropolitan Museum of Art is des­ 
tined to become the pride of our city and 
country. 
It already holds no mean place 
among the great museums of the world, 
and its growth in importance is a question 
only of time. 
The recent opening of the 
new building was an event in its history. 
Heretofore the museum has been ham­ 
pered 
by 
lack 
of 
space, 
and 
systematic arrangement 
of 
its treas­ 
ures was impossible. 
Tho collections are 
now placed to show, as far as the resources 
of the museum admit, the growth of art. 
The result is surprisingly satisfactory for a 
museum dating back only to 1869. To|give 
anything like a complete list of its treasures 
would not be possible here. 
Only the chief 
can be mentioned. 
Taken as a whole, thero 
is no American art museum of equal com­ 
prehensiveness. 
Tho collection of Babylon­ 
ian and Assyrian cylinders, and that of 
Aztec 
antiquities, 
are 
the 
finest 
in 
the world. 
That 
of 
Greek 
and 
Roman statues is the best in the United 
States. 
The Egyptian collection is also re­ 
markably complete. 
The Cesnola collec­ 
tion is another most valuable treasure, even 
though, as has been facetiously remarked, 
it may be possible that all his antiquities 
arc not what they are “cracked up” to be. 
The glass and pottery, tho tapestries, tho 
old laces, the drawings and water colors, 
tile gems, the specimens of rare workman­ 
ship from all countries—all these are nota­ 
bly good, and deserve more than a mere 
mention. 
To the general public, however, the 
paintings of the Metropolitan Museum are 
its chief attraction. 
Some valuable addi­ 
tions have recently been made, and it now 
furnishes the best illustration of great art 
that this country has yet had. 
The best of 
the new paintings are two Rembrandts, 
loaned for the present by Mr. H. O. Have- 
meyer, but which will probably be given 
to the museum. 
They are portraits of a 
Dutch Burgomaster and his wife, which 
until recently were hidden from the world 
in the private family of the Van Beresteign 
family at the Hague. 
At a sale in 1881 some artists found on 
these canvases the signature and date, “Rt. 
van Ryn, 1632,” and they were thus dis­ 
covered to Le Rembrandts of incontestable 
authenticity. 
They are admirable ex­ 
amples of the great painter’s genius, and 
make a noble addition to the museum col­ 
lection of “Old Masters.” Another treasure 
recently secured is Turner’s luminous paint­ 
ing of the harbor of Saltash, which Rus­ 
kin mentions as one of the two best ex­ 
amples of “perfect truth” in landscape 
painting. 
Of the old pictures Meissonier’s 
masterpiece, “Friedland 1807,” is tho most 
costly and one of the best. 
Mr. Hilton, the 
donor, paid $66,00) for it. 
The scene is a 
spirited one, depicting Napoleon at the 
zenith of his glory, surrounded by his 
army. 
It was for many years, the artist 
onco wrote, “the life and joy of his studio,’* 
and he said that the time, labor aud patience 
brought to bear upon it, can only be told 
by a painter of great experience. 
Another 
masterpiece is Rosa 
Bonheur’s “Horse 
Fair.” 
It is the gift of Cornelius Vander­ 
bilt, who bought it at a cost of $53,000. 
There are many fine canvases from the 
studio of Turner, Reynolds, Detailles and 
other masters. 
The 
Wolfe collection, 
which was the finest private collection in 
the world, greatly added to the value o* 
tho department a year or more ago.

The rapid northward growth of New 
York city is making havoc with many his­ 
torical landmarks of upper Manhattan 
Island. 
Notable among these is the old 
house of 
Alexander Hamilton. 
Three 
years ago it stood solitary and durable— 
the only building on the extensive grounds 
that were once the great statesman’s joy 
and pride.

Estes testified that he was ap­ 
proached by Senator Buckman, Sabin’s 
chief lieutenant, who offered him a bribe to 
vote for Sabin in the caucus. 
Estes claims 
that he spurned the offer and it is known 
that he voted for Washburn.
